Executive Order 10901 


AMENDMENT OF EXECUTIVE ORDER 
NO. 10501,’ RELATING TO SAFE- 
GUARDING OFFICIAL INFORMA- 
TION IN THE INTERESTS OF THE 
DEFENSE OF THE UNITED STATES 


By virtue of the authority vested in me 
py the Constitution and statutes of the 
United States, and as President of the 
United States. and deeming such action 
necessary in the best interest of the ua- 
tional security, it is ordered as follows: 


Brcrion 1. Section 2 of Executive Or- 
idler No. 10501 of November 5. 1963. is 
amended to read as follows. 


“Sec. 2. Limitation of authority to 
classify. The authority to cinssify de- 
fense information or material under tnis 
order shall be limited in the depart- 
ments, agencies, and other units of the 
executive branch as hereinafter specified. 

“¢a) In the following departments, 
agencies, and Governmental units, hav- 
mg primary responsibility for matters 
pertaining to national defense, the au- 
thortty for original classification of {n- 
formation or material under this order 
may be exercised by the head of the de- 
partment, agency, or Governmertital uni. 
concerned or by such responsible officers 
or employees as he, or his representative, 
may designate for that purpose. The 
delegation of such authority to classtfy 
shall be limited as severely aq is con- 
sistent with the orderly and expeditious 
transaction of Government business.

By virtue of the authority rested in me 
by the provisions of Reorganization Plan 
No. 1 of 1658 «72 Stat.

By virtue of the authority vested in
